Wherefoze nom.ſuch as in derds do thꝛough⸗ 
ty loke into affliction, and behold the neceſſitie 
thereof, how that it doth manifeſt vnto vs both 
our ſecrete and our open ſinne, and that with a 
mind anddeſireofamendement, pꝛoturing bn- 
tovs(by the ſame amendment) as wel quietnes 
of conſciente, as allo a bleſſed reward from God: 
It cannot ber but we muſt nerdes commend ſo 
ercellent an excerciſe, and chaſtifement of our 
bodies, that ſhall ſo curry vs as that in the ende 
we be ſhaped to a fruiteful life. Notwbeit, herein 
J do not ſo miich commend it, as though it

ment. So that alwaies in reſpect of his ſetonda⸗

; Thirdly, we are to conſider that Af 


fiction i is commanded. 


Ow bicauſe we hall not onely affect that 

thing which is commendable in the life of 
man tending to the bettering of his eſtate, but 
alſo be attentiue and carefull to obſerue thoſe 
things which are commanded in the holie ſtrip⸗ 
ture by our Sauiour Chꝛiſt and his Apoſtles : 
It is requiſite that the greater care be giuen of 
all men diliaently, as well to conſider the bene⸗ 
fit oꝛ rather the occaſion of the thing tomman⸗ 
ded whereof 1 hane ſpoken befo2e, as alſo to 
waigh the authoꝛitie of the commander, Dar 
Sauiour Jeſus Chꝛiſt humſelfe (to whoms all 
power is giuen) ſatth; If anie man will come Luks,23.

ſpirite. Now in very truth that delight of the 
fleſh,and deſire of the woꝛld, which woꝛketh in 
in a carnall affection, is ſhaken off with very 
much ado, yea though tribulation and affliction 
fficke neuer ſo faſt on the backs of the afflicted, 
And therefoꝛe is it that Saint Barnard ſaith; 
Duri ſunt by ſermones : Theſe words ſeme to be 
very hard, Denie thy ſelte, Take vp thy croſſe 
and followe me. But, ſaith he, if we conſider 
wel with our ſelues, other woꝛds ſpoken by the 
ſame Sauiour are moꝛe hard; Go yee wicked 
into euerlaſting fire: And euen as the wo2ldlie 
affection ( which moueth ſinne to hardnes) can 
hardly be remoucd; ſo the inward groning and 
feeling of the ſpir ite ( which engendꝛeth an hea- 
uenly cogitation and knowledge ) is pꝛocured 
with very much adoe. If J ſhould ſpeake of the 
full oꝛder of a god life required in cuery man 
o2 woman, J p2ay pou-what is it elſe but afflic-

E haue paſſed ouer many obſcruations 
heeretofoꝛe touching the repozt of af: 
fliction, now we are come to the very arriuall 
whereon the ſame lighteth: beſeeching euere 
gend and reaſonable traueller to confider with 
himſelfe as well the things already ſpoken, as 
thoſe things which ſhall be ſpotien, and the in⸗ 
different conference ſhal eaſily behold the main 
aer, matter; namely, that affliction in generalligh- 
r bodie æ keth either on the body 02 mind of man, and on 
Nude. which part ſoeuer it happeneth, it encumbereth 
the whole eſtate of man. Mherefoꝛe that the 
whole may the better be ſurueied, J purpoſe to 
lay it dolone in parts. And firſt J will begin 
aon with the affliction of the bodie, which if it were

value and ſwetenes of our lite, foz if our life be 
ſweete vnto vs (as indede it isvntd vs all in ge⸗ 
nerall) than (alas) how ſower is that vnto bs 
which hindereth and cutteth off that ſwat life, 
a great man ſteth it not bitauſe they fiele it 
— — —¼ — 
novo fe, thor would know it: hut Iwilllay 
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diſeaſes in mans bodie, if we loke fully into Diete 
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nothing thereof, it is as — as it is 
impertinent, and therefoꝛe as god to be ſilent 
as to ſpeake and ncuer the nere. It ſcmeth 
that Paul in his time felt this miſery, when he 
ſaid: Vnto this houre we both hunger and 
chirſt, and are naked and are buffeted, & haue 
no certaine dwelling place: And labor with 
our owne hands. We are reuiled, and yet we: 
bleſſe, we are perſecuted and luffer it. But the 
verp pꝛicke thereot in derde is apparant in thoſe 
which pine awap, hang downe their heads, are 
feeble and ſcarce able to goe, which arc foꝛced a⸗ 
gainſt their owne conſciences and wils to beg, 
which in their able and ſufficient eſtate would 
ſo ſhame to da, as no gods ſhould pꝛocure them 
thereunto. But ſuch is the foꝛte of extreame po⸗ 
nertie and hunger, to cauſe a valiant minded 
man to ſtope ſaile to neceſſitie, 4 to bꝛeake the 
limits and bonds both of honoz, ozder,manhod 
t nature, to peelde bnto the flauery ofa begging 
and deſtitute life; as appered in Beliſarius, 
who was a valiant captaine and higheſt in re⸗ 
putation vnder Juſtmian the emperoꝛ: When 
his aduerſaries had ſpopled him of all his gods, 
and put out both his eies, and left him in a moſt 
lamentable eſtate in the temple Sophie, he piti⸗ 
fully cried vato them which paſſed by; Good 
people giue a piece of bread vnto him hom 
vertue ſometimes aduanced, but now enuie 
hath throwen downe. It ſeemeth (me thinke): 
aboue al examples af penury and neteſſitie, that

eſt all (as the hiſtoꝛy ſaith) a woman being pin⸗ 
ched with ſo great hunger, was conſkrained to 
kill hir owne child ( which was againſt nature) 
to ſuſtaine the neteſſitie of nature.

mentable hiſtoꝛplin the which we ſer that pꝛice, 
reaſon, and nature do molt difo2derly peeld to 
pinchineneceſſifte, No doubt but the famine of 
Samaria was very great, and hunger ſharply 
edged the fomacks of the needetull, and god aps 
petite and digeſtion loſt their authoꝛity, when 
an Aſſes head was ſo deſtred of them that it was 
ſold fo2 foureſcoze pieces of ſiluer, which ſome 
cell ſhekels; und if they were ſhekels they az 
mounted to ſix pounds thirteene ſhillings and 
foure pence: at the verpſame time, and amang 
the ſame Samaritans was there ſold a Rab dt 
doues dong, which was a meaſure ot thꝛee wine 
quarts, foꝛ fiue pietes of ſiluer. o doubt but the 


affliaion and mifery ol hunger is great, bicauſe 


we ſc that it hindereth the ſwertenes of life, 
chunneth reaſon, extinguiſheth nature, and dif 
obepeth all humaine oꝛder.

Moſt miſerable n o doubt 
was the lamentable exile of Nabuchadnezzar, 
who being put from his kingdome, countrie, 
houſes, 2 friends, was foꝛced ſeuen preres to be 
conuerſant among bꝛute beaſts, + to be fed with 
baſe and vnnatural ſuſtenance, vntil his manlie 
ſhape was quite diſfigured : his great thankful- 
nes and knowledge, toy and comfozt in his re⸗ 
ſtitution, manifeſted that he was delinered 
from another tozmenting hell, and from a molt 
miſerable affliction, 

Another bodily affliction is bondage oꝛ gane- ; 
rie, a toꝛment nothing infcriour to the reſt, foꝛ⸗ 
aſmuch as it is toile in attendance; a labour 
without pꝛolit; a continuall trauell without re⸗ 
million oꝛ caſe, God pꝛomiſed to Abꝛaham that 
his ſ&de ſhould ferle the ſame when he ſaide; 

- Knowe for a ſuretie that thy ſeede thall bee a 
ſtranger in a lande that is nov theirs fower 
hundred yecres : and ſhall ſerue them, and 
they ſhall intreate them euill. 

But indeede great is that toꝛment, when an 
cquall oꝛ ſuperioꝛ ſhall be a lane oz bond man, 
ſeruant oꝛ appꝛentice to his inferioꝛ, oꝛ at leaſt 
to his equall: bicauſe he loſeth the ſweete ſocie⸗ 
tie of fellowſhip, and getteth the ſo wer ſawce 
of ſeruttude, the grefe of ſuch a commander, 
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wicke the very hart; -When Perſeus the laſt 
king of Macedonie warring againſt the Ko- 
manes was taken pꝛiſoner by Paulus Æmilius

. e his lamentable eſtate, in the end ſatd; There- 
fore Iwill not ſpare my mouth, but vil ſ peake 
in the trouble of my ſpirite, and muſe in the 
bitternes of my minde. 

In very truth the anguiſh and ſoꝛrob of the 
mind in many creatures hath been of ſuch great 
burden and heautnes, that it hath leebled many 
a bodie, bꝛed many diſeaſes, excluded the ſharp⸗ 
nes of wit, craʒed the veſſell of vnderſtanding, 
and bꝛought many a one to his graue:inſomuch 
that (as J ſaid) when affliction oz trouble ſhall 
once take poſſeſſion in the mind of man, greater 
is that toꝛment than the toꝛment of the bodie. 
And in truth as there are diners examples as 

well in the ſcriptures, as alſo in hiſtoꝛies, deli⸗ 
uered vnto vs ſoꝛ the knowledge of a troubled 
minde, ſo there are diuers occaſions amongſt 
people, which do canſe the ſame toꝛture: name⸗ 
ly, the loſſe of any thing that is deere oꝛ eſtima⸗ 
ble vnto vs; the ſlander of wicked and abhomi⸗ 
| nable tongs ; the accuſation and burden of a 
„ guilty conſcience; ; and laſt of all the ſtripes ot᷑ a 
Th ſinful conſcience:al which thꝛoughly examined, 
4 will ſhew vnto vs the full knowledge of an al⸗ 
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J confvered,3 will particularly run the

The loſle cf hono2 and eſtimation is likes The loft | | 
wiſe a moſt intollerable griefe of minde, elpetie u im 
ally wheras a man is not mightilp indued with *2* 
the holy ſpirit of patience, which can giue vnto 
him a further taſte of Gods pꝛouidence, than a 
natarall reaſon can do: foꝛ if that man haue na⸗ 
thing but naturall reaſon to penſwade him to a 
contentment , (which hath commanded, and

griefe: am per waded that to euer god mans 
mind there cannot be a moꝛe intollerable greefe. 
But pet ſome loſſes are greater than ſome a⸗

no hope of his returne: but if he be loſt by rea⸗ 
ſon of aduerſitie, bicauſe he ſeth the decated, D 
moſt incurable greefe!

1s part is euill ſpokenof : but on your part is 
glorified. But let none of you ſuffer as a mur- 
derer, or as a theefe or an euill dooer, or as a 
buſie body i in other mens matters. J ioine 
mocking to ſlandering, bicauſe as the mocker 
and taunter doth not much vary from the flan- 
derer and defracter,bicanſe both of them wozke 
a like effect by one kind of meanes, namely by a

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For my wickedneſſes are gone ouer my head, 
and are like a ſore burden to heauie for me to 
beare. As this arefc of mind ſeemeth to be bery 
burthenſome, ſo alſo is it very neceſſary where⸗ 
by the loue of God might appere in vs, who 
doth expꝛeſſe his lone (amongſt diuers other to⸗ | 
kens of loue) cuen firſt by a ſweat touch of con⸗ 
ſcience and mind, that the whole man map diſ⸗ | 
terne both the matter and alſo the caule. 
Some men notwithſtanding the hardnes of

of the gainefull game which he getteth at his 
goales end: Euen ſo this carefull life is not to be 
doubte*, neither ſhould it bꝛerde diſpaire in vs, 
fozaſmuch as a molt pꝛetious reward of aglozy 
is reſerued fo2 vs in the end, which gloꝛie foꝛaſ⸗ 
much as we are not able to compꝛehend with⸗ 
in the compaſſe of our vnderſtanding, J pur⸗ 
poſe to meaſure as nere as J can, within the 
reach of humane capacitie, not without the mi⸗ 
niſtration of Gods woꝛd, and foꝛ the better f- 
ling of if in our reaſons, J will vſe this oꝛder: 

Firſt, J will ſhew our exchange as well of 
woꝛldly ſtate as of bodte. 

Secondly, that we ſhall enioy the compante 
ofthe righteous, 

Thirdly, the very place of top. 

And laſt of all the confinuance of all theſe, 
which is fo2 ener and euer. 

And as concerning the ſirſt, which is our 
changcable eſtate as well of the woꝛld as of our 
bodies, which in this wozlde are moſt vile, coꝛ⸗ 
ruptible,ſinfull,and damnable: as it is wzrtfen; 
We be heere but ſtrangers and ſoiourners, as 
were all our fathers. But after our departure, 
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God, an habitation not made with hands, but 
euerlaſting in heauen. And as the ſame Apoſtle 
ſaith in another place; And now therefore yee Eph. 
are no more ſtrangers & forreiners, but citi- 
zens with the Saints, and of the houſholde of 
God. So that loke what euill and wickednes, 
ſoꝛrowe and calamitie, ſicknes and death the 
woꝛld peldeth, the ſame is changed into felict- 
tie, comfoꝛt, and life euerlaſting. In like ſoꝛt is 
it with the eſtate of our bodie, as Saint Paule 
ſaith; Our conuerſation is in heauen, from an 
hence alſo wee looke for the Sauiour euen 
the Lord leſus Chriſt -: who ſhall change our 
vile bodie, that it may be faſhioned like vnto 
his glorious bodie, according to the working 
whereby he is able euen to ſubdue all things 
vnto himſelfe. The ſame Apoſtle ſaith in ano⸗ | 
ther place; So is the reſurrection of the dead: . C, 
the bodie is ſowen in corruption, and is rai» **#* 
ſed in incorruption; it is ſowen in diſhonor, 
and is raiſed in glorie; it is ſov en in weaknes, 
and is raiſed in power; it is ſowen a naturall 
bodie, and is raiſed a ſpirituall hodie. And 
therefoze ſaith a little after in the ſame chapter = 
touching the exchange ; This corruptible muſt Vers 
put on incorruption, and this mortall muſt | 
put on immortalitie.

Nay who woulde not 
much moze ſolace and comfo2t himſelfe in this 
life, bicauſe he ſhall not onely poſſeſſe the coms

Dur 
blinde fleſh neede not fo be doubtfull of if, bi⸗ 
cauſe the woꝛd of God hath ſpoken it, which is 
an infallible truth. In the Epiſtle ts the Yes 
bꝛewes we finde theſe (weefe woꝛds of comfozt; 
Ve are come vnto the mount Sion, and to the Reben. 
citie of the liuing God, the celeſtiall Ieruſa - at 
lem, and to the companie of innumerable an- 

gels: and to the congregation of the firſt 
borne, which are written in heauen, and to 

God the iudge of all; and to the ſpirits of iuſt 

and perfect men: and to Ieſus the Mediator 

of the new teſtament, &c. It were great arro⸗ 

gancie and ſmall wiſedome, if Jſhould go about 

to better theſe woꝛds, which are taken out of 

the woꝛd of God, being full of conſolation, ⁊ of 
themſelues are ſo plaine, as all vnderſtandings 

map perteiue them to their great comfozt. 

The thirde reuelation of glozie which we ien 
ſhall eniop, is the very place and ſeate of heas << 
uen, which is oꝛdained fo2 our euerlaſting fas 
bernacle, and dwelling plate, which is deſcribed 
to be moſt bliſſefull in many places of the ſcrips 
ture: Eſay ſaith; My people ſhall dwell in the ai 
tabernacle of peace, and inſure dwellings, and i 
in ſafe reſting places.

that The things that God hath prepared for 
them which loue him haue neither beene 
ſeene,nor heard, nor can any maner of waies 
diſcend into the hart of man Inſomuch that 
we cannot meaſure it with all our intelleauall 
powers, how be it taſt is giuen vnto vs by ma⸗ 
ny ſimilitudes in the Scriptures: as if mount 
Thaboꝛ by the vertue of Jeſus Chziſt could 
make him ſelfe to ſhine gloꝛious, and comfozta- = 
ble, in ſo moch that Peter, James, and John, 


being with him in the company of Moiſes, and 


Elias, were inflamed with the lone of the place, 
and would haue dwelled there, 4 erected taber⸗ 
nacles foꝛ them all. No doubt but the heauenly 
ſcituation is much moꝛe gloꝛious:oꝛ if it were 


no moꝛe gloꝛious than the mount Thaboꝛ was, 


then it were enough, and far beyond the ioy, 
that euer this tranſitozy woꝛld could vceld toa - 


ny nation o2 people. Saint John in the Renela- 


tion doth deſcribe it moze familiarly to our ca- 


patitie, ſaying: that Ieruſalem (by the which the 
bleſſed eſfate is deſcribed) Hath the glory of 


l ': God which hath no neede ofa ſunne, for the 
Ht lambe that is Chriſt Ieſus ſnineth in it: the 
{i'r foundation, the wals, doores, and ſtrectes
